2. We are not aware of any official statement by any Agency 
official stating CIA's position with reference to the banning of 
nuclear tests. It may be that Mrs. Flemming's comments are based 
on the March, 1959 > FORTUNE article indicating CIA’s participation 
in Dr. Killian’s Study Group which recommended that the U.S. agree 
to a test moratorium. The article did not indicate CIA's views 
specifically, but Mrs. Flemming apparently assumed that CIA felt 
along the same lines. It is our feeling that this is nothing more 
than a nice note from an interested lady who appears to have a 
favorable impression of the Director personally and the Agency 
generally.
